Utility Commissioners 
Rule On Tax Write-Off 


SAN FRANCISCO m — The 
California Public Utilities Com­ 
mission yesterday disposed of 
its most controversial problem 
—what public utilities should 
do with savings from fast tax 
write-offs. 


The commission, splitting 3-2. 
held that if they take fast write­ 
offs on new plant and equip­ 
ment, the utilities must pass 
the savings on to customers. 


Thus ended a long political 
dispute over “tax normaliza­ 
tion.” 


Pacific Gas and Electric Co., 
Southern California Edison and 
some other utilities wanted to 
use gams from fast write-offs 
of federal taxes for plant ex­ 
pansion. 


Tho write-offs would come 
from 
“ accelerated 
deprecia­ 
tion” of new facilities. 
The 
utilities argued that if they 
took deductions for rapid de­ 
preciation over a short period, 
then 
their taxes eventually 
would increase because they 
would have used up their de­ 
ductions on the facilities. 
Therefore, the utilities said, 
when the commission set their 
rates, it. should pretend that 
they actually had not taken 
fast write-offs, but had paid the 
taxes involved. This is called 
“ tax normalization.” 
The utilities claimed that it 


would all work out the same 
in the end. 
But the commission majority 
said that with more and more 
new construction, the utilities 
would never run out of fast 
write-offs. The day would never 
come when they would pay the 
taxes, which* in effect, had 
been deferred, the majority 
said. 
The commission ruled that 
utilities may take the fast 
write-offs by '‘accelerated de­ 
preciation.” but that the sav- 
i ings must be passed on to the 
j consumer. 
This would be done by set­ 
ting utility rates on the basis 
only of taxes actually paid and 
on other expenses. 
The effect of the decision, 
utility specialists said, prob­ 
ably will be that no major 
utility in California will take 
the fast write-offs provided by 
federal law. 
As a result there would be 
no tax savings to pass on to 
the consumer.

The North Bay Aqueduct, 
one of the features of the state 


w a t e r plan, was authorized by 
the 1957 Legislature which ap­ 
propriated $1.430.000 for prepa­ 
ration of plans and specifica­ 
tions, which now are substan­ 
tially complete. The 1959 Leg­ 
islature appropriated another 
million dollars for purchase of 
right of way for the aqueduct, 
but none of this money has 
been spent as yet by Ranks’ de­ 
partment.

Recalls M em ories To Solon

SACRAMENTO — In a third 
floor office of the new annex 
to the State Capitol, 20 years 
of memories are being sorted, 
classified 
and 
pe rma ne ntly 
filed away. 
Some of these memories are 
in tangible form — files of leg­ 
islation 
introduced, 
letters 
from constituents, reports, in­ 
vestigations, and reference ma ­ 
terials, 
drawer upon drawer, 
folder upon folder, indexed for 
immediate reference. 


Othe ri 
e x ist 
inside

ma n who is volunta rily e nd­ 
ing 
his 
le gisla tive 
ca re e r, 
Richa rd H. McColliste r, re p­ 
re se nta tive of Ma rin a nd So­

ye a rs. 


Things were not the sa me in 
Sa cra mento when he first was 
sworn in in 1941. The Capitol 
Annex, which houses his com­ 
forta ble offices today, was not 
even in existence. Instead as­ 
semblymen 
w'ere 
“ sta cked' 
four and five deep in tiny, air­ 
less rooms in the old portion 
of the Capitol. There were 52 | 
different Assembly committees 
and 
only 
four 
committee 
rooms. 
There were only 13 secre­ 
taries to serve all 8 0 assembly- j 
men. Today each assemblyma n 
has his own secretary, 
each 
committee has one too, and in 
addition there is a secretarial 
pool for extra 
work, making | 
about 150 secretaries available. 


“ Of course we didn’t ha ve 
the work to do the n,” Mc­ 
Colliste r re ca lls. “ The re we re 
da ys whe n we didn’t e ve n ge t 
one le tte r w hich re quire d our 
a tte ntion. 
Toda y some time s 
the ma il is brought into a n 
individua l a sse mblyma n in a 
ma il sa ck.” 


There were other differences 
too. Tha t first year, the legis­ 
lature passed a budget for state 
operations during the two fis­ 
cal years 1941-42 and 1942-43 
which totaled $272,660,222. 
The just completed 
session 
approved a budget for just one 
year, fiscal 1960-61, of $2,481,- 
101.813. Tha t's two billion 2 00 
million dollars 
more in one 
yea r 
than 
state 
government 
cost us in tw’o yea rs 20 years 
ago, nearly 20 times as much. 


But some things a re much 
the sa me . Whe n McColliste r 
wa s sworn in the re wa s a 
De mocra tic gove rnor, 
Gov. 
Culbe rt L. Olson, 
midwa y 
through his first te rm : the 
Asse mbly wa s strongly De m­ 
ocra tic. 
Toda y Democra tic Gov. Ed ­ 
mund 
G. 
Brown 
is 
midway 
through his first term and the 
Democra ts hold both houses of 
the legislature. 
“ Olson's people used to take 
our daily file and actually type 
out instructions to the Demo­ 
cra tic 
assemblymen 
on 
how 
they were supposed to vote on 
the various bills before us,” 
McCollister recalls. “ In 
addi­ 
tion, Olson had a direct line 
telephone from his office to the 
spea ker's podium for last min­ 
ute instructions.” 


The 
Ma rin 
a sse mblyma n 
ha ra sse d his De mocra tic se a t- 
ma te , 
now 
Se na tor 
Hugh 
Donne lle y, by hiding his da ys 
Instructions. “ He use d to ge t 
ma d 
a s hops,” re ca lls 
Mc­ 
Colliste r. 
“ Almost the sa me thing is 
going on today,” he went on, 
“ except they don’t type it out 
for them, they just send some­ 
body around to see them.” 
There 
has 
been 
a 
ma jor 
cha nge in lobbying in 20 years. 
“ I’m not ashamed to say that 
I knew Artie Sa mish,’’ McCol­ 
lister 
declared, 
“you had to 
know him, he was such a cha r­ 
a cter around here.” 
Lobbyists were allowed to be 
present in the rea r of the As­ 
sembly cha mbers in those days 
and sometimes even went onto 
the floor to speak to a legisla­ 
tor. 
“ Our re st room wa s a lso 
a t the ba ck of the cha mbe rs 
nnd you ha d to go through 
the lobbyists 
to ge t the re . 
Some time s you just wouldn’t 
go until a fte r a ke y vote wa s 
ta ke n.” 
La te r the lobbyists we rt ba r­ 
re d e ntire ly from the floor and 
allowed only in the ba lcony. As 
on re porte r put it, “ The pe o­ 
ple we re sa ve d by 20 fe e t,” the 
ve rtica l dista nce from the floor 
to the ga lle ry. 
But Samish was not among 
these lobbyists. He never set 
foot in the Capitol. He never 
a ppeared 
before 
committees. 
Instea d he operated from a ho­ 
te l room, to which flowed a 


e ve ry se ssion McColliste r ha s 
se rve d: a t one time the re we re 
four of the m. 


“ I be lie ve in wome n’s suf­ 
fra ge ,” he sa ys, “ but be ing a 
le gisla tor is a tough job for 
a la dy; she ha s to work both 
by the Book of Etique tte a nd 
the rule s of the Asse mbly. 
The ir 
pre se nce 
ma ke s 
it 
toughe r on the me n, too, be ­ 
ca use the y don’t know quite 
how' to ha ndle the m.” 


In his last session were two 
women, one of whom. Dorothy 
M. 
Donohoe 
of 
Bakersfield, 
died just before the session ad­ 
journed. 
Hardly a session has gone by 
¡without one of the legislators 
j dying, McCollister noted. “Most 
of the deaths have been from 
hea rt attack, mute evidence of 
the work load now put upon 
flood of information about who; the legislators.” 
was 
doing

wholly a gricultura l,” McCol­ 
liste r wa s during e ve ry se s­ 
sion a me mbe r of the live ­ 
stock a nd da iry a nd the a gri­ 
cultura l committe e s. 


He had “ a heavy ha nd” in 
the present 
law 
which fixes 
prices of milk to producers and 
to the public. “ Milk is a basic 
food. Our idea was to keep it 
in adequate supply. If the state 
hadn’t occupied the field, 1 be­ 
lie ve the 
federal government 
would have come in. In New 
York state, milk is considered 
a public utility.” 
The most tense time, he re­ 
calls, was during the “hot ca r­ 
go” battle. 


“ We ha d a bill be fore us 
to prohibit 
se conda ry boy­ 
cotts. Re me mbe r, 
this wa s 
during the 
wa r. 
Whe n it 
ca me up for de ba te , the long­ 
shore me n took ove r the Ca pi­ 
tol. The y fille d the lobbie s 
a nd the ha llwa ys. The sta te 
police ca lle d in the she riff 
a nd the Sa cra me nto police to 
he lp ke e p orde r. 
If you’d 
wa lk down the Ca pitol ha ll, 


the y’d ye ll a t you. gra b for 
you a nd try 
to te a r your 
clothe s. Fina lly e a ch le gisla - 


which flowe d instructions a nd 
la rge ss. 
Not a drinker or a smoker, 
Samish “was great on ice crea m 
parlors,” McCollister recalls.

Neither 
will the dy es stain washable 
surfaces o r fabrics, so Mo ther 
need hav e no fear if so me are 
spilled. 
J ust a few hints fo r getting 
best results: 
Alway s use fresh, white eggs. 
Eggs that hav e been in sto rage 
o r chemically treated to pre­ 
serv e them will no t dy e well. 
The eggs sho uld be hard- 
bo iled, o f co urse, and the co l­ 


o rs will be brighter if they are 
dy ed while ho t. 


To prev ent the shell fro m 
cracking in the water, pierce 
the ro unded bo tto m end (no t 
the po inted end» with a needle 
o r pin. 
This releases pressure 
fro m a small air po cket lo cated 
at the bo tto m o f the eggs which 
o therwise 
wo uld 
crack 
the 
shell. 


Do no t let the eggs be unre* 
frigerated fo r to o lo ng a time, 
especially if they are to be used 
in sandwiches, salads o r o ther 
dishes after the ho liday . 


Fo r an attractiv e Easter cen­ 
terpiece, arrange the co lo red 
eggs in a lo w bo wl o r basket.

IN RESPONSE to a sing le 
column, without any a ddition­ 
al a ppea ls or follow’-up. with­ 
out any incentiv e of a prize to 
win or money to earn — the 
only incentiv e being a sense 
of direct personal participa­ 
tion in helping the ca use of a 
better peace — I receiv ed in 
the ensuing four weeks: 
1,537 letters conta ining v ar­ 
ied and wide-rang ing peace 
sug g estions. 
They ca me from ev ery one 
of the 50 sta tes plus Puerto 
Rico, Mex ico, the Philippines, 
and Western Europe. 
They dealt with just about 
ev ery thing from wha t g ov ern­ 
ments could do collectiv ely to 
what people could do indiv idu­ 
ally . 


THE PURPOSE behind the 
inv ita tion was to help create 
a pool of fresh and construc­ 
tiv e ideas for U. S. action. The 
initia tiv e to tap non-g ov ern­

A s p e c i a l $2,250.000 
bond issue to provide new 
county hospital facilities in 
Lucas Valley will go on the 
June 7 ballot by decision 
yesterdav of the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors. 
The choice of June was unan­ 
imous by 4-0 vote. Supervisor 
William Gnoss being absent, al­ 
though in earlier discussion 
Supervisor William D. Fussel- 
man had suggested November 
might be better. 


STILL TIME 
County Counsel Leland H. 
Jordan told the board it was: 
legally still possible to get the 
issue on the June ballot and 
that if it were defeated it could 
be placed again on the Novem­ 
ber ballet. 
In an earlier action to muster 
support for the proposal, the 
board called a meeting in its 
chambers for 10 a.m. next Mon­ 
day, to which will be invited 
representatives of 33 organi­ 
zations as well as 90 women in­ 
terested in citizens’ support of 
the proposed issue. 
County Administrator Don­ 
ald A. Jensen put forward a 
letter with two lists of organi­ 
zations and individuals, sug­ 
gesting that if a meeting were 
held, “the architect, county au­ 
ditor and others could assist 
the board in explaining the 
background and the need for 
the new hosoital and farm." 


MUST MEET 
“There is so little time to or­ 
ganize that a preliminary m eet­ 
ing should be held soon," sug­ 
gested Supervisor Vera Schultz.

June ballot," said Fusselman.

WASHINGTON (UPD—The 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service 
today extended the federal 
income tax filing deadline 
for taxpayers in all states 
until midnight next Monday, 
April 18. 
The service added three 
days 
grace 
to 
the 
usual 
April 15 filing deadline be­ 
cause this year it falls on 
Good Friday, a legal holiday 
in 13 states and three U.S. 
possessions. 
Under the law, taxpayers 
in these 16 areas automati­ 
cally had until April 18 to 
file their returns and any 
tax payments due.

His testimony was prepared 
for public hearings before the 
Senate Anti-trust and Monopoly 
Subcommittee into practices of 
drug firms. 
Console said he knows what 
he is talking about, because 
he used to be in the drug busi­ 
ness himself as medical direc­ 
tor of a large pharmaceutical 
house.

Defeated was Robert E. No­ 
lan.

He received 528 votes. Nine ab­ 
sentee ballots cannot change 
the outcome of the election. 


Walsh and Radtke will take 
the places of Mayor Edward A. 
Smith and Vice Mayor Albert 
Fox, whose terms are expiring. 
They did not seek rc-election. 


Re-elected were City Clerk 
Alice Leonesio, with 908 votes 
and City Treasurer Dorothy 
McGlothlin. with 878. They had 
no opposition. 


Of the total of 2.554 regis­ 
tered voters, 1.026 cast votes, 
or just over 40 per cent. Two 
years ago 954 ballots were cast 
when f°vcn persons s o u g h t 
three places on the council.

The association applied pres­ 
sure to the directors of the 
Marin Municipal Water District 
for relief. Yesterday, director 
George W. Thierbach told‘the 
board that the district would 
place a new tank in the district. 
TO HANDLE PROBLEM 
The board, after discussing 
the possibility of changing the 
building code to prevent use by 
several pieces of property of 
one water lateral, decided to 
let the water district handle 
the Muir Woods Park problem. 
The water system 
serving 
this area does not use district 
lake water, but gets water from 
a spring on Mt. Tamalpais. 
The association asked for an 
ordinance to apply to the coun­ 
ty as a whole and not just that 
area within ,the water district.

Utility Commissioners 


Rule On Tax Write-Off 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD — The 
California Public Utilities Com­ 
mission yesterday disposed of 
its most controversial problem 
— what nublic utilities should 
do with savings from fast tax 
write-offs. 


The commission, splitting 3-2, 
held that if they take fast write­ 
offs on new plant and equip­ 
ment, the utilities must pass 
the savings on to customers. 
| 


T hus ended a long political 
dispute over “tax normaliza-j 
tion.” 
• 


Pacific Gas and Electric Co., 
Southern California Edison and 
some other utilities wanted to 
use gams from fast write-offs 
of federal taxes for plant ex-! 
pansion. 


The write-offs would come 
from 
“ accelerated 
deprecia­ 
tion” of new facilities. 
The 
utilities argued that 
if they 
took deductions for rapid de­ 
preciation over a short period, j 
then 
their 
taxes 
eventually 
would 
increase because they 
would have used up their de-j 
ductions on the facilities. 
Therefore, the utilities said,| 
w hen the commission set their 
rates, it should pretend that 
they actually had not taken 
fast write-offs, but had paid the 
taxes involved. This is called 
“ tax normalization." 
The utilities claimed that it 


would all work out the same 
in the end. 
But the commission majority 
said thai with more and more 
new' construction, the utilities 
would never run out of fast 
write-offs. The day would never 
come when they would pay the 
taxes, which* in 
effect, had 
been 
deferred, 
the majority 
said. 
The commission ruled that 
utilities 
may 
take 
thp 
fast 
write-offs by “ accelerated de­ 
preciation.“ but that the sav­ 
ings must be passed on to the 
consumer. 
This would be done by set­ 
ting utility rates on the basis 
only of taxes actually paid and 
on other expenses. 
The effect of the decision, 
utility specialists said, 
prob­ 
ably will he that no major 
utility in California will take 
the fast write-offs provided by 
federal law. 
As a result there would be 
no tax savings to pass on to 
the consumer.

School To Open Sans 


Science Classrooms 


Terra Linda High School will 
open as scheduled next Septem­ 
ber, but its students may have 
to get. along without a science 
classroom wing for anywhere 
from one to three months. 
That was the word given the 
San Rafael Board of Education 
last night. 
Bad news from contractor 
Bay Johnson was carried to the 
board by Carl F. Gromme. of 
Gromme. Mulvin and Priestley, 
the district’s architects. 
He 


said Johnson’s latest estimate 
of a completion date on the 
final classroom building was 
Oct. 15 “ but I think he’s about 
two weeks behind that.’’ 
“ We’ll move into the school 
anyway,” declared Supt. Frank 
L. Lucas. 
“ We can get along 
without that classroom wing 
for a little while.” 
Gromme said Johnson could 
speed up the building by per­ 
haps as much as a month if 
he had additional materials— 


principally plywood—to make 
forms for concrete slab walls. 
His present schedule calls for 
pouring one section of concrete 
at a time. If more forms were 
set up, he could pour more at 
once. 
The contractor estimat­ 
ed he needed $4,600 worth 
more materials, and asked that 
the high school district buy 
I them, said Gromme.

Even in good years, such 
as 1959, hunters take about 
75,000 
deer. 
Hunter-wise, 
this means about one buck 
for each five or six hunters 
(on some years it’s about 
one in eight). 
If the statis­ 
tics of the Department of 
Fish and Game can be be­ 
lieved, there are one million 
to 1.2 million deer in the 
state and the kill during the 
best years amounts to only 
about 6 or 7 per cent. 


Game management experts 
believe 20 to 30 per cent of the 
total herd can be killed each 
year without harmful effects. 
The one season, one deer 
plan would space out the h u n t­ 
ers as those hunting in the 
coastal season, if successful, 
would not be back for another 
try during the late season. This 
often is the case nowadavs. 


Many 
hunters 
also 
would 
take a doe early in the season, 
thus putting them selves out of 
contention for the rest of the 
year. These factors would tend 
to prevent any huge bunch- 
up such as took place in the 
1956 either-sex hunt or w hich 
takes place in som e areas dur­ 
ing the regular buck-only sea­ 
sons.

2 0 YEARS IN ASSEMBLY 
Preparation For Retirement 
Recalls Memories To Solon 


I-J Special Report 
SACRAMENTO — In a third 
floor office of the new annex 
to the State Capitol, 20 years 
of memories are being sorted, 
classified 
and 
permanently 
filed away. 
Some of these memories are 
in tangible form — files of leg­ 
islation 
introduced, 
letters 
from constituents, reports, in­ 
vestigations, and reference ma­ 
terials, 
drawer upon drawer, 
folder upon folder, indexed for 
immediate reference. 


Others exist 
inside 
the 
man who is voluntarily end­ 
ing 
his 
legislative career, 
Richard H. McCollister, rep­ 
resentative of Marin and So­ 
noma Counties in the State 
Assembly 
for the past 20 
years. 
Things were not the same in 
Sacramento when he first was 
sworn in in 1941. The Capitol 
Annex, which houses his com­ 
fortable offices today, was not 
even in existence. Instead as­ 
semblymen were 
“stacked' 
four and five deep in tiny, air­ 
less rooms in the old portion 
of the Capitol. There were 52 
different Assembly committees 
and 
only 
four 
committee 
rooms. 
There were only 13 secre­ 
taries to serve all 80 assembly­ 
men. Today each assemblyman 
has his own secretary, 
each 
committee has one too, and in 
addition there is a secretarial 
pool for extra 
work, making 
about 150 secretaries available. 


“Of course we didn’t have 
the work to do then,” Mc­ 
Collister recalls. “There were 
days when we didn’t even get 
one letter which required our 
attention. Today sometimes 
the mail is brought into an 
individual assemblyman in a 
mail sack.” 
There were other differences 
too. That first year, the legis­ 
lature passed a budget for state 
operations during the two fis­ 
cal years 1941-42 and 1942-43 
which totaled $272.660.222. 
The just completed 
session 
approved a budget for just one 
year, fiscal 1960-61, of $2,481,- 
*101.813. That's two billion 200 
million dollars 
more in one 
year than state government 
cost us in two years 20 years 
ago, nearly 20 times as much. 
But some things are much 
the same. When McCollister 
was sworn in there was a 
Democratic governor, 
Gov. 
Culbert L. Olson, 
midway 
through his first term: the 
Assembly was strongly Dem­ 
ocratic. 
Today Democratic Gov. Ed­ 
mund 
G. 
Brown is midw’ay 
through his first, term and the 
Democrats hold both houses of 
the legislature. 
“Olson’s people used to take 
our daily file and actually type 
out instructions to the Demo­ 
cratic assemblymen 
on 
how 
they were supposed to vote on 
the various bills before us,” 
McCollister recalls. “In addi­ 
tion, Olson had a direct line 
telephone from his office to the 
speaker’s podium for last m in­ 
ute instructions.” 
The Marin assemblyman 
harassed his Democratic seat- 
mate, 
now 
Senator 
Hugh 
Donnelley, by hiding his days 
Instructions. “He used to get 
mad as hops,” recalls Mc­ 
Collister. 
“Almost the same thing is 
going on today,” he went on, 
“except they don’t type it out 
for them, they just send some­ 
body around to see them.” 
There 
has 
been 
a 
major 
change in lobbying in 20 years. 
“I’m not ashamed to say that 
I knew Artie Samish,’’ McCol­ 
lister 
declared, 
“you had to 
know him, he was such a char­ 
acter around here.” 
Lobbyists were allowed to be 
present in the rear of the As 
sembly chambers in those days 
and sometimes even went onto 
the floor to speak to a legisla 
tor. 
“Our rest room was also 
at the back of the chambers 
nnd you had to go through 
the lobbyists 
to get there. 
Sometimes you just wouldn’t 
go until after a key vote was 
taken.” 
Later the lobbyists w ert bar­ 
red entirely from the floor and 
allowed only in the balcony. As 
on reporter put it, “The peo­ 
ple were saved by 20 feet,” the 
vertical distance from the floor 
to the gallery. 
But Samish wfas not among 
these lobbyist.«. He never set 
foot in the Capitol. He never 
appeared before committees. 
Instead he operated from a ho­ 
tel room, to which flowed a

flood of information about who 
was 
doing what, 
and from 
which flowed instructions and 
largess. 
Not a drinker or a smoker, 
Samish “was great on ice cream 
parlors,” McCollister recalls. 
“You never knew who was 
in his employ, or just who 
he represented. 
Sometimes 
we thought even some of the 
newspapermen must be get­ 
ting a check 
from him be­ 
cause he knew 
what every­ 
one said or did on the floor 
or in committee.” 
Samish 
was 
successful be­ 
cause of his wide interests and 
because “at that time the legis­ 
lature was pitifully underpaid 
and so he w;as able to exert 
great influence,’’ recalled Mc­ 
Collister. 
All this has changed, he 
continued. 
“Things are a« 
different as black and white. 
Nowadays 
lobbyists 
are 
known as ‘legislative advo­ 
cates.’ All of them are high 
calibre men, either lawyers 
retained to represent a client 
or laymen who have grown 
up in the industry which 
they represent. All of them 
are much in evidence around 
the Capitol and all of them 
practice before the commit­ 
tees 
as 
experts 
in 
their 
fields.” 
There were colorful men and 
unusual happenings on the As­ 
sembly floor. Melvyn I. Cronin, 
now superior court judge in 
San Francisco, 
got in a fist 
fight with Assemblyman Jack 
Welch during one heated de­ 
bate. 
“I forget wrhat 
about 
now,” McCollister remem bers. 
Then there was colorful Albert 
Decker, “a Grade B movie ac­ 
tor who soon discovered he was 
in the wTong place,” and only 
served one term. 
Norris Poulson, now mayor 
of Los Angeles, was one of the 
neatest dressers ever to appear 
on the Assembly floor. 
One 
day, bored by the debate, he 
dozed in his chair. He leaned 
back too far and the chair slid 
out from under him. His head 
hit a spitoon, standard equip­ 
ment at that time, and old cigar 
butts and spitoon liquid spilled 
all over his spotless attire. 
Only 
tw o 
assemblymen 
have now been in the Assem­ 
bly longer than McCollister, 
and two others were sworn in 
at the same time. McCollister 
became 
closely 
acquainted 
with 
Augustus F. Hawkins, 
senior Assemblyman, in his 
first year. 
“Governor Olson 
was run­ 
ning the state like a little New 
Deal,” 
McCollister 
declared. 
“The state was more than 80 
million dollars in the red and 
we were paying our bills and 
our employees 
by 
registered 
warrants, 
script, 
Instead 
of 
money. 
“There were 
17 Republi­ 
cans, including me, and 1ft 
Democrats, including Hawk­ 
ins, who banded 
together 
into an economy bloc. Every 
one of us was needed. Olson 
had to have two thirds vote 
to pass his 
spending bills, 
like the 3ft 
million 
dollar 
state emergency 
relief ad­ 
ministration. 
Twenty »even 
votes were enough to block 
his plans; 26 wouldn’t have 
been.” 


There's an old saying that 
“they tried to steal the Capi­ 
tol Dome.” Under QIm b , “Um 
Democrats got the screws loose 
at one time but couldn’t quite 
figure how to lift it off,” says 
the retiring assemblyman. “In 
fact we in the economy bloc 
went so far as to remove the 
gold leaf from the dome to save 
the expense of its upkeep, and 
that's why the dome looks so 
dirty now.” 
There 
have 
been 
women 
member« of the assembly is 


every session McCollister has 
served; at one time there were 
four of them. 
“I believe In women’s suf- 
' fragc,” he says, “but being a 
legislator is a tough job for 
a lady; she has to work both 
by the Book of Etiquette and 
the rules of the Assembly. 
Their 
presence 
makes 
it 
tougher on the men, too, be­ 
cause they don’t know quite 
how to handle them.” 
In his last session were two 
women, one of whom. Dorothy 
M. 
Donohoe 
of 
Bakersfield, 
died just before the session ad­ 
journed. 
Hardly a session has gone by 
i without one of the legislators 
dying. McCollister noted. “Most 
of the deaths have been from 
heart attack, mute evidence of 
the work load now put upon 
the legislators.” 
One year five members 
died. McCollister recalls one 
who died on the floor of the 
Assembly, “his head hitting 
the floor with a thud like a 
dropped melon.” 
Another one died in McCol- 
lister’s arms after collapsing as 
they walked down the steps of 
the Capitol together. 
These unhappy recollections 
are perhaps one of the reasons 
he is retiring. Another was a 
change in the law several years 
ago which permits a legislator 
with 20 years experience to re­ 
tire on three quarters pay even 
though he is not yet 65. Mc­ 
Collister is 52. He is the first 
legislator to take advantage of 
the new law. 
His retirem ent pay will be 
$375 per month, if legislators’ 
salaries remain 
at 
$500 per 
month. However, if the voters 
approve a salary raise to $750 
next November, 
McCollister’s 
will go up to $562.50, more than 
he is making now\ 
There’s no accurate c o u n t! 
easily available, but McCollis­ 
te r’s name appears as the au­ 
thor of hundreds of laws now 
on the books of the state. 
He introduced perhaps 5ftft 
measures of which 
he was 
principal author and more 
than that number on which 
his name appears as co-auth­ 
or. In the 1957 regular ses­ 
sion, 
for example, 
he was 
either author or co-author of 
178 bills and 38 other meas­ 
ures. 
Yet in some sessions like the 
budget and special sessions just 
completed, he did not author a 
single bill himself and his name 
appears as co-author 
on o n ly ! 
three bills 
and 
eight resolu-; 
tions. 
He had varying luck w'ith his I 
measures. One session, he re­ 
calls, every bill which he au­ 
thored was passed. On the oth­ 
er hand, another session he in­ 
troduced more than a hundred 
bills and had only 10 signed 
into law. 
“I was a 
sucker 
in some 
ways,” he declares. “I was will­ 
ing to introduce 
almost any 
bill a constituent requested. 
Sometimes I didn’t like the bill 
myself, but I put it in so that 
it would get a democratic hear­ 
ing.” 
McCollister looked upon 
himself, however, 
as being 
particularly 
interested 
in 
three major fields — public 
recreation and conservation, 
veterans matters and dairy- ; 
ing and agriculture. 
“1 think the very first bill I 
had signed into law was the one 
creating Samuel 
Taylor State j 
Park in Marin,” 
he declared.1 
“We had a lot of trouble with 
that one because the county 
had to forgive 3ft or 4ft thous-; 
and dollars in back taxes in 
order for the state to get clear ; 
title: that was a lot of money 
in those days.” 
“For 10 years as chairman of 
the Veterans Committee, I had 
a lot to do w'ith veterans mat­ 
ters,” he continued. “That’s not 
a hot subject right now', but 
during World War II and the 
Korean thing veterans matters 
were of prime importance. I'm 
proud of my record there.” 
Because 
Sonoma 
and 


North 
Marin 
are 
“almost 
wholly agricultural,” McCol­ 
lister was during every ses­ 
sion a member of the live­ 
stock and dairy and the agri­ 
cultural committees. 
He had “a heavy hand” in j 
the present 
law 
which fixes 
prices of milk to producers and 
to the public. “Milk is a basic 
food. Our idea was to keep it 
in adequate supply. If the state 
hadn't occupied the field, I b e-1 
lieve the 
federal government 
would have come in. In New j 
York state, milk is considered 
a public utility.” 
The most tense time, he re­ 
calls, was during the “hot car­ 
go” battle. 
“We had a bill before us 
to prohibit 
secondary boy­ 
cotts. Remember, 
this was 
during the 
w ar. 
\V hen it 
came up for debate, the long­ 
shoremen took over the Capi­ 
tol. They filled the lobbies 
and the hallways. The state 
police called in the sheriff 
and the Sacramento police to 
help keep order, 
if you'd 
walk down the Capitol hall, 
they’d yell at you, grab for 
you and try 
to tear your 
clothes. Finally each legisla­ 


tor was given his own police 
bodyguard. 
“We needed 54 votes to pass 
the bill. We had 52. Two mem­ 
bers were out of town. We held 
the Assembly in session until 3 
a.m. until they were able to fly 
to Sacramento and vote in fa­ 
vor of the bill.’’ 
McCollister started his pub­ 
lic service career on the Mill 
Valley Board of Freeholders, 
which 
proposed 
that 
city’s 
present form 
of government. 
Then Hubert Scudder retired 
from the Assembly and McCol­ 
lister decided to run. 
He beat a Santa Rosa at­ 
torney on both the Republi­ 
can and the Democratic tick­ 
ets that first year. Until 1950, 
managed to win in the pri­ 
maries every time. 
But 
in 
1950 
Mrs. 
Vera 
Schultz of Mill Valley, now the 
supervisor from that district, 
gave him his worst battle. She 
took the Democratic 
nomina­ 
tion. He managed to win out in 
the general election by only 9,- 
000 votes. 
From then until last year he 
! never won both 
nominations, 
! but always won handily in the 
finals. Last year the Democrats. 


sensing he was going to retire, 
didn't waste any manpower in 
trying to beat him; they didn't 
even put a man in for a token 
fight. 
His career has also affected 
his personal life. He both lost 
and won a wife in Sacramento. 
His first wife, 
whom he 
married while still in college, 
came 
to 
Sacramento with 
him for just one month dur­ 
ing his first term. “£he didn’t 
like it 
at all 
and 
turned 
around and went right back 
to Marin,” he declared. “She 
never came back.” 
McCollister, then foot-loose 
and fancy free, gained himself 
quite a reputation as a play­ 
boy. “You have to work hard, 
so you have to play hard,’’ he 
explained. Eventually, he and 
his wife were divorced. 
Then one day a red-haired 
secretary from the secretarial 
pool walked into his office “and 
it was all over,” 
McCollister 
and Iris Richins of Sacramento 
were married, but she kept on 
working as his secretary. 
“I don’t recall whether she 
stopped 
working 
when 
our 
daughter, Colleen, 
(now 6 4 ) 
was horn, or whether it was 


I when they were 
turning the 
heat on nepotism around here, 
but it was about the same time 
anyway,” he said. 
One day at th eir’home in 
Mill Valley, McCollister was 
trimming some wall boards 
with an electric saw-. He was 
standing on a do-it-yourself 
scaffold of a board spanning 
a box and a chair. The w hole 
thing tipped over. 
The sawr was in his left hand 
and he put his right hand out 
to thrust the sawr away from 
his head as he fell. The whirl­ 
ing blade severed all four fing­ 
ers on his right hand just below 
the knuckles. 
He passed out. 
When he 
woke up, he was in the m ater­ 
nity ward of San Rafael Gen­ 
eral Hospital, his handshaking 
hand forever fingerless. 
This 
bothered him at first, but to­ 
day he shoves it out for a shake 
without a second thought. 


McCollister looks back on 
2ft years which changed from 
script financing under Olson 
to a 50ft million dollar sur­ 
plus under Earl Warren, “the 
greatest executive, there isn't 
any doubt about that,” back 
to an unbalanced budget un­ 


der Goodwin Knight and to 
higher taxes under Governor 
Brown. 
He recalls when, 
with no 
microphones in the Assembly, 
the district with 
the loudest- 
voiced assemblyman 
got 
the 
best paved roads, 
and 
now 
when California 
has the best 
highway system in the nation, 
and without toll roads. 
He's had four years as floor 
leader of the Republican ma­ 
jority in the Assembly and the 
chairmanship of half a dozen 
committees. 
Looking 
ahead, 
he s 
not 
afraid that his scat “will be 
ta’ie.i by a boob.” He s “very 
happy with the calibre of per­ 
sons seeking my seat. The dis­ 
trict will be well served no 
m atter which one of the fi'Q 
candidates wins. ’ 
And he wants to pass on 
two rules to whoever does 
succeed him. I he first, git on 
to him by his 
predecessor, 
Hubert Scudder, 
is:

Mumps, Measles 


Waning Slightly 


In Marin County 


Incidence 
of 
mumps 
and 
measles slackened off slightly 
in Marin County last week— 
but only slightly, according to 
the weekly report of Dr. Caro­ 
lyn B. Albrecht, county health 
officer. 
For some years, the two com­ 
mon childhood diseases have 
rot been subject to quarantine 
Fifty-eight cases of mumps 
were reported to the county 
health department during the 
week. Dr Albrecht said. West 
Marin had the greatest number 
— 17 in Olema, Inverness Park 
and Ft. Reyes. There were 13 
new cases in San Rafael. 11 in 
Mill Valley, six in Larkspur, 
five in Novato, three each in 
San Anselmo and Fairfax. 
New measles cases reported 
during the week totaled 45. Of 
these. Novato had the greatest 
number— 13. There were nine 
in San Rafael, seven in Corte 
Madera, five each in Larkspur

Highlight vour baked h a m 
with “Peach Baskets”—canned 
clings zipped up with a dash 
of vinegar and filled w i t h 
creamy pastel candy “eggs.” 
(’ream cheese seasoned with 
horseradish fashions the candy 
eggs, and how good they are, 
both with peachec and ham!

All packaged egg dyes on the 
market are made according to 
the U. S. Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration’s standards. 
The 
dyes are certified to be pure 
and are safe and harmless to 
use on eggs or in food. Neither 
will the dyes stain washable 
surfaces or fabrics, so Mother 
need have no fear if some are 
spilled. 
Just a few hints for getting 
best results: 
Always use fresh, white eggs. 
Eggs that have been in storage 
or chemically treated to pre­ 
serve them will not dye well. 
The eggs should be hard- 
boiled, of course, and the col­ 


ors will be brighter if they ar® 
dyed while hot. 
To prevent the shell from 
cracking in the water, pierce 
I the rounded bottom end (not 
the pointed end) with a needle 
, or pin. This releases pressure 
from a small air pocket located 
at the bottom of the eggs which 
| otherwise

the 
shell. 
Do not let the eggs he imre* 
frigerated for too long a time, 
{ especially if they are to be used 
in sandwiches, salads or other 
dishes after the holiday. 


For an attractive Easter cen­ 
terpiece, arrange the colored 
eggs in a low bowl or basket. 
Encircle these with cute animal 
figures made of colored hard- 
boiled eggs as the bodies and 
cut-out pieces for the heads and 
stands.

Authentic Southern Recipes 


Now Is Good Time For 
This Rhubarb Spring Pie 


You don’t have to wait for 
Rhubarb Pie to be appropriate. 
Any time is a good time to 
serve this traditional spring 
favorite. Rhubarb prepared as 
sauce, as cobbler, as shortcake, 
pie or sherbet, captures atten­ 
tion. When it’s cobbler, short­ 
cake, or pie, lard is the short­ 
ening to use for the tender 
flaky pastry or biscuits baked 
to serve under or over the rhu­ 
barb. The pastry topping for 
this pie is cut into 6 equal tri­ 
angular-shaped p i e c e s and 
placed on the filling just be­ 
fore baking thus dividing the 
pie before it’s baked! 
RHUBARB PIE 
Pastry: 
2 cups sifted flour 
1 tablespoon salt 
4 cup lard 
4 to 6 tablespoons water 
Rhubarb Filling: 
1 pound rhubarb, cut in 4- 
inch pieces (3 cups) 
14 cups sugar 
4 cup flour 


4 teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon butter or 
margarine 


Sift together flour and salt 
Cut in lard until crumbs are 
about the size of small peas. 
Add cold water, a little at a 
time, mixing quickly and even­ 
ly through flour with a fork un­ 
til dough just holds in a ball. 
Use as little water as possible. 
Divide pastry in half. Roll 4 
the dough 
to 
about 4 inch 
thickness and line a 9-inch pie 
pan allowing 4 inch crust to 
extend over edge. Mix together 
sugar, flour and salt. Combine 
rhubarb with one-half the su- 
gar-fiour mixture. Pour filling 
in unbaked pie shell. Sprinkle 
remaining sugar-flour mixture 
over filling. Dot with butter or 
margarine. Roll out remaining 
pastry and cut into 6 equal tri­ 
angular shaped pieces. 
Place 
over filling with points toward 
center. 
Bake in a hot oven 
(400° F.) 40 to 50 minute».

Authentic old recipes were 
tried recentlv at the home of 
Mrs. William Newman of Tibu­ 
ron Blvd. who has an old wood 
stove in her kitchen. Members 
of the Rector’s Guild of The 
Church of Our Saviour of Mill 
Valley gathered together to 
start preparing goodies for a 
new “G r a n d m o t h e r ’s Cup­ 
board,” which will be a feature 
of the Eighth Annual Antiques 
Show and Sale to be held in 
Sausalito April 21 through 24. 
Two interesting old recipes are 
directly from the South. The 
“Plantation Sally Lunn” featur­ 
ed below is taken from a cook­ 
book belonging to Mrs. Dash- 
wood 
Darling’s great, great 
grandmother. 
PLANTATION SALLY LUNN 
4 cake compressed yeast 
4 cup “new milk” scalded 
and cooled to lukewarm 
2 eggs 
1 4 cup “new” milk 
4 cups bread flour 
1 tsp. salt 
2 tbsp. butter softened, not 
too hot 
Soften yeast in lukewarm 
milk. Beat eggs. Add sugar, 
milk and yeast mixture. Sift 
in flour and salt and beat until 
perfectly smooth. Add butter 
and beat again. Let rise until 
almost double in bulk. Beat 
down with a spoon and this 
time pour into a well-buttered 
pan (one with a center funnel 
is prettiest). Let rise until al­ 
most double in bulk. Bake in 
moderate oven for one hour, 
covering after the first half 
hour. Turn from pan and serve 
hot. Entire process takes four 
hours. Serves 8 to 10. 
The second recipe, “Hush 
Puppies,” dates back to t h e 
Civil War days. The name origi­ 
nated around tho camp fire 
when the cakes were tossed to 


the hounds to keep them quiet. 
This also is a Southern recipe 
of Mrs. Dashwood Darling’s. 
HUSH PITPIES 
2 cups corn meal 
1 tsp. soda 
1 tsp. salt 
6 tbsp. chopped onion 
2 tbsp. flour 
1 tbsp. baking powder 
1 egg 
2 cups buttermilk 
Mix dry ingredients. A d d 
onion: then milk and egg beat­ 
en together. Drop by small 
spoonfuls into boiling deep fat. 
They will float w h e n done. 
Drain on brown paper. 
Another recipe taken from 
the Blue Ridge Mountains is a 
grit bread. It is a tasty mouth­ 
ful and a real backwoods deli­ 
cacy traceable to the early Pil­ 
grims who learned the recipe 
from the Indians. This is how 
it is made. 
GRIT BREAD 
Select 6 ears of corn just be­ 
yond the “milk stage. 
Grit through a “gritter" 
to yield 2 4 c u p s ot 
scraped corn kernels. 
To the kernels add the fol­ 
lowing: 
1 cup sifted flour 
2 tsp. sugar 
14 tsp. salt 
2 4 tsp. baking powder 
1 whole fresh egg, well 
beaten 
4 cup melted shortening 
To the flour add sugar, saft 
and baking powder and sift to­ 
gether over the “gritted** cortl, 
mixing thoroughly. Stir in 
alternately with melted she 
ening—no liquid is necessary 
as moisture is given by the 
“gritted” corn. Turn into a 
greased shallow pan and bake 
at 425* for 30-35 minute®. Serve

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Pt. Reyes Hearing Should 
Bring Out Vital Information 


This afternoon a subcommittee from 
the United States Senate was flying in 
a helicopter over Pt. Reyes Peninsula. 
They were preparing for tomorrow's 
public hearing on the proposal to make 
it a national seashore park. 
As was proposed in this space several 
weeks ago, the Senate committee, head­ 
ed by Sen. Frank E. Moss of Utah, ar­ 
rived a day earlier than originally plan­ 
ned in order to take a personal look at 
the proposed park area before the hear­ 
ing. 
Tomorrow in College of Marin, the 
subcommittee, of which 
Sen. 
Harry 
Byrd of Virginia and Clair Engle of Cali­ 
fornia are other members, will hold a 
day-long hearing on the project. 
California’s second senator, Thomas 
Kuchel, was not able to leave Washing­ 
ton, but sent a statement urging preser­ 
vation of the point “as a new type of na­ 
tional recreational and historic a r e a / ’ 


Marin’s other representative in Wash­ 
ington, Rep. Clement W. Miller, was 
also aboard the helicopter this after­ 
noon and will be at tomorrow s hearing. 
Miller and Engle each introduced bills 
in Congress to establish the park. 


Major interest tomorrow will be on 
testimony by the National P ark Service 
in regards to their proposal for the park. 
Their plan has been rather nebulous, 
but last week they released a prelimin­ 
ary proposal based on development of 
the recreational areas of the peninsula 
and retention of much of the dairying 
and ranching areas. 


Such an approach to the project 
seems both sensible and equitable. 


Tomorrow's testimony may well de­ 
velop many of the answers which have 
been lacking in order to make a con­ 
sidered decision as to the park s advis­ 
ability. 


Don't Give Pets Unless 


Many people seem to ignore basic 
humane considerations in the giving of 
pets for Easter gifts. 
Certainly there is something symbolic 
about giving a living gift on this par­ 
ticular holiday. But this is no excuse for 
giving a puppy or a kitten to a child 
whose parents do not want it and do not 
know how to care for it. 
It is also a cruelty to give a child a 
pet before the child is old enough to 


have some understanding that pets are 
fragile and cannot be dropped, sat upon 
or picked up by their tails.

Nobody 
will deny they are charming, but few 
people are equipped to care for them. 
Not many survive handling and ex­ 
posure. 
Don’t buy a pet for a friend or a child 
on impulse.

LITTLE SLIP MAKES 
BIG DIFFERENCE 
A 9-year-old boy was plucked from the icy 
waters of Lake Erie last February after an 
unexpected two and a half mile watery ride 
through a large drainage pipe that emptied 
into the lake.

WASHINGTON — This is a

You can dismiss the belief 
that either apathy or hope­ 
lessness grips th e American 
public on the great issues of 
war and peace. 
There is the liveliest and 
most widespread public d e­ 
sire to participate in discuss­ 
ing and in doing something 
to obtain peace. 
The political candidates will 
do well to bear this in mind in 
the coming campaign. 
Here is what happened: 


IN RESPONSE to a single 
column, without any addition­ 
al appeals or follow-up. with­ 
out any incentive of a prize to 
win or money to earn — the 
only incentive being a sense 
of direct personal participa­ 
tion in helping the cause of a 
better peace — I received in 
the ensuing four w’eeks: 
1.537 letters containing var­ 
ied and wide-ranging peace 
suggestions. 
They cam e from every one 
of the 50 states plus Puerto 
Rico, Mexico, the Philippines, 
and W estern Europe. 
They dealt w ith just about 
everything from what govern­ 
m ents could do collectively to 
what people could do individu­ 
ally. 


THE PURPOSE behind the 
invitation was to help create 
a pool of fresh and construc­ 
tive ideas for U. S. action. The 
initiative to tap non-govern­ 
m ent thinking cam e in the 
first place from the Carnegie 
Endowm ent for International 
Peace which requested 400 ex­ 
perts to propose m easures by 
which the U nited S t a t e s 
“could make progress toward 
a world peace, founded on 
freedom and justice.” Later, 
w'hen I suggested that readers 
be invited to join the experts 
in this enterprise, Joseph E. 
Johnson, president, said that 
the Foundation would like to 
exam ine every contribution. 
To this end every reader 
tootribution has been «art­ 


fully studied, a brief summary 
of each prepared by a quali­ 
fied research worker, and all 
letters forwarded to the Car­ 
negie Foundation. 
From the range of ideas 
which were advanced, th est 
points will, I think, be of in­ 
terest: 
Several teachers had their 
w’hole classes in public affairs 
submit papers. 
Many wished to strengthen 
the United Nations by taking 
away the veto and giving the 
U. N. the powrer to enforce 
the 
peace. 
l a r g e r 
national 
groupings such as th e W estern 
European Federation were ap­ 
proved, and m any hoped the 
NATO countries would devel­ 
op some d e g r ee of comm on 
government. T h e re was sup­ 
port for varying degrees of 
world federation and a world 
police force. 


CONTRIBUTIONS 
favored 
increasing econom ic aid to un­ 
derdeveloped countries, wider 
cultural exchanges between 
all nations, and the develop­ 
m ent of international univer­ 
sities which the best students 
of many countries could at­ 
tend.

New Radar Tower 
Rising On Mt. Tam

Seven stories are being add­ 
ed to Mt. Tamalpais. 
High above Mill Valley, a 
bright 
orange, 
steel-girdered 
tower is being built by the 
Army Corps of Engineers to 
house a new radar installation 
for the 666th Aircraft Control 
and Warning Squadron. 
Designed to give greater vigi­ 
lance in intercepting 
enemy 
objects approaching the Bay 
Area region, it is to have the 
latest in electronics equipment 
and. with the antenna and in­ 
flated Balloon-type dome yet 
to be added, will be about seven 
Stories high. 
The installation, expected 
to be completed by Novem­ 
ber, is being 
built on the 
same location as the previous 
one which was dismantled 
last September, and was 25 
feet 
shorter,

man, information services of­ 
ficer at the squadron. 
Since the old white-domed 
radar was taken down, there 
have been three radars in use, 
which are to remain. Two of

Electronics 
equipment for the new radar 
will be housed in the top two 
floors of the steel structure. 
The radar will have “con­ 
siderably greater range and 
reliability,” Lt. R. E. Doug­ 
lass, squadron radar main­ 
tenance officer, said.

Noting that April marks the 
start of the season when polio 
is usually on the increase, Dr. 
Carolyn Albrecht, Marin county 
health officer, contributes the

1. Should all adults get polio 
shots?

Yes, 
particularly 
parents

children. 
While only 3 per cent of all par­ 
alytic cases occur in persons 40 
and over, these cases are usu­ 
ally the most severe. All adults 
should be vaccinated. 
2. Then why was the vaccine 
limited at first to persons un­ 
der 40 years? 
Answer: When the vaccine 
was scarce, first priority was 
given 
to 
the 
younger 
age 
groups because more cases oc­ 
cur there. But with the present 
plentiful supply the protection 
of the vaccine is available and 
needed for all ages. 
3. How effective is the Salk 
vaccine? 
Answer: When three proper­ 
ly spaced injections are given, 
it is at least 90 per cent effect­ 
ive in preventing paralytic po­ 
lio. 
4. How should the shots be 
spaced? 
Answer: 
For 
all 
except 
young infants the full im mun­ 
izing series consists of three 
shots given as follows: A first 
injection, a second injection 
four to six weeks later; a third 
injection seven to 12 months 
after the second. 
5. What is the schedule for 
infants? 
Answer: The basic schedule 
recommended for infants con­ 
sists of four injections, begin­ 
ning from two to six months of 
age. The first three shots are 
given one month apart, with 
the fourth injection seven to 
12 months after the third. 
6. Is the vaccine safe?
